Larsen for work in Ills new 
capacity, Vice President Meek 
stated. 

Bill Stafford, president of 
the UTMB alumni association 
and Bob Wylie, president-elect 
of the association and a former 
classmate of Mr. Larsen’s, both 
gave their support to his ap¬ 
pointment, according to Vice 
President Meek. 

Mr. Larsen, a veteran of the 
navy, entered UTMB in the fall 
of 1994 as a freshman in ag¬ 
ricultural engineering. He 
completed the basic engineer¬ 
ing program here and enrolled 
in The University of Tennessee 
at Knoxville as a lunior. He 
received his bachelor of science 
degree in agricultural en¬ 
gineering in the summer of 1998 
and began work on his master 
of science degree. 

After graduation in 1998, 
he began to work with the U-T 
Extension Service as coordina¬ 
tor of the 4-H cluli tractor 
maintenance program. He re¬ 
turned to UTMB in the fall of 
1999 as a member of the faculty. 

Mr. Larsen is married to 
the former Miss Mary Jo Gil¬ 
lespie, UTMB class of ’96. 
They have one son, Carl Lewis 
Larsen. 

Mr. Larsen succeeds Elmer 
Counce who had successfully 
conducted the affairs of the 
Alumni Office under the 
direction of John Smartt, di¬ 
rector of alumni affairs for 
The University of Tennessee, 
Vice President Meek said. 

A conflict arose in Mr. 
C'ounce’s professional teaching 
and experimental research pro¬ 
gram in the past two years 
limiting the amount of time lie 
could spend on ttie expanding 
alumni affairs. 


Summer Quarter 
Courses Expanded 

Additional courses will tie 
offered during the 1964 sum¬ 
mer quarter at The University 
of Tennessee Martin Branch. 

Approximately 10 more In¬ 
structors and 24 new courses 
will be added over last sum¬ 
mer’s session. Included in the 
new courses will be 10 addec 
the first term of the quarter 
and 14 during the second term. 

UTMB administration has 
called attention to several ad¬ 
vantages of summer school. 
High school graduates may start 
their college education sooner 
and may earn a degree in three 
years by going continuously. 
Beginning students who antici¬ 
pate some difficulty with col¬ 
lege work are advised to start 
with the summer quarter. Stu¬ 
dents whose average is below 
requirements or who have fal¬ 
len behind their regular class 
may catch up by attending sum¬ 
mer school. 

The summer catalog will lie 
available in about two weeks 
witli a complete list of the 
courses offered and other infor¬ 
mation. 

Courses Expected 
For Liberal Arts 

Five courses will be added 
to the Lilieral Arts curriculum 
provided final approval Is 
granted by the University of 
Tennessee committee on cur- 
riculums, according to Dr. Nor- 
iii an Campbell, head of the Lib¬ 
eral Arts Department. 

The proposed courses in¬ 
clude Undergraduate Research 
Participation. This will enable 
a small number of iiuallfled 
seniors In the sciences to get 
researcli experience witli col¬ 
lege credit. 

Theatre Workshop will lie 
taught on a basis similar to 
the chorus. One hour credit 
each nuarter will lie given if 
this course is offered. 

The zoology curriculum will 
be broadened also, It is anti¬ 
cipated. 


The committee appointed by 
Vice-president Paul Meek and 
David Stroud began its work on 
the student center by making 
suggestions as to what should be 
Included. The members of this 
committee which met Friday 
were David Stroud, Virginia 
Zachary, Terry Huffstetler, 
ASA; Margaret Fisher, Volette 
staff; Bill Springer, 1FC; Gene 
Stanford, business manager; H. 
C. Allison, ASA faculty advisor; 
Russell Duncan, student welfare 
officer. The students appointed 
represented the student body 
In reference to the student cen¬ 
ter, Suggestions made by the 
committee and the students will 
be considered by the planning 
committee at The University 
of Tennessee, Knoxville. 

When the students were 
asked to suggest some things 
which, in their opinion, were 
needed in the student center, 
they started the list with a ball¬ 
room and abanquet room. Other 
suggestions were a cafeteria, 
snack-bar, bowling lanes, pool 
tables, supply store, meeting 
and sorority rooms, post office, 
and many more. The big sug¬ 
gestion was a large parking 
space around the center. 

A recent survey of 20 college 
campuses revealed along rating 
list of items that were con¬ 
sidered needed in student cen¬ 
ters, according to Mr. Allison. 

He stated that the top five 
ranking items were snack bar, 
bookstore, general lounge, ball¬ 
room and cafeteria. In sixth 
place was parking space and 
seventh through tenth places on 
the list were a large theater, 
information desk, bowling lanes, 
and a small auditorium. Other 
items such as a post office, 
kitchenette, art gallery, poster 
shop, television, and many more 
were placed on the list by the 
students participating in the 
survey. 

Since the purpose of the 
UTMB committee is to repre¬ 
sent the student Ixidy, the mem¬ 
bers plan to visit other centers, 
to acquaint the students witli the 
facilities offered, to gather 
opinions of the students, and to 
make suggestions to the 
planning committee at U-T 
Knoxville.

Tennessean's Managing Editor 
Says Newspaper Daily History 


The newspaper was depicted 
is a daily history of the world 
Wednesday by G. W. Churchill, 
managing editor of The Nash¬ 
ville Tennessean. 

Mr. Churchill, who formerly 
worked with Life Magazine, 
spoke to the student body in 
the new fieldhouse. 

“A newspaper should,” he 
said, "try to tell what Is hap¬ 
pening, what can be expected, 
why It is happening and what 
it means world round, now and 
into the future.” 

Taking a hand in shaping to¬ 
day’s events and making tomor¬ 
row’s history is another duty of 
the newspaper, Mr. Churchill 
said. It must help the voter 
make InteUigent decisions. 

“A newspaper must print 
the news - all news, goodnews, 
bad news, for only by knowing 
the facts, aU the facts, can 
you as a citizen exercise your 
right to register your opinion 
and decision at the polling 
booth,” he said. 

“Maintaining the people’s 
right to know has been a never- 
ending fight. It probably al¬ 
ways wUl be—for the first thing 
any government—other than a 
democracy—seeks to do Is to 
control the means of Informa¬ 
tion. And at times, democ¬ 
racies are prone to wonder If 
the ‘bad’ news should be dis¬ 
closed. I’ve even heard com¬ 
ment from so-called InteUgent 
people that If the present prob¬ 
lem of Integration was Ignor¬ 
ed by the press It would go 
away, wouldn’t exist,” empha¬ 
sized Mr. Churchill. “If such 
a course should be followed. 


I wonder who would be the first 
to berate the press for cover¬ 
ing up the news, for failing to 
live up to its constitutional re¬ 
quirements. The only answer 
to managed news is good re¬ 
porting.” 

Making available to the peo¬ 
ple information and knowledge 
relating to science is also a duty 
of the newspaper, he pointed out. 
The scientific fantasy of Jules 
Verne’s 80-days-around-the- 
world has changed to 80 minutes 
around the world. 

What does it take to get 
out a newspaper? “It requires 
dozens of dedicated, en¬ 
thusiastic people, hundreds of 
thousands of dollars worth of 
equipment, a sense of history, 
and a concern for the welfare 
of not only our own state and 
country, but for the world,” 
stated Mr. Churchill. 

Mr. Churchill was born In 
Bedford, Ohio. After attend¬ 
ing Ohio State University, he 
was employed by the Des Moines 
Tribune.” 

“I decided I couldn’t play 
jazz trumpet all my live, so I 
turned my attention to the news¬ 
paper,” commented Mr. 
Churchill. 

Later he Joined the Associ¬ 
ated Press and worked In Ohio, 
New York, and Washington. In 
1943, he Joined the staff of 
Life Magazine. Mr. Churchill 
became managing editor of The 
Nashville Tennessean In 1951. 
He Is married and has two 
daughters. Mr. Churchill Is a 
member of the West End Meth¬ 
odist Church and The Sigma 
Delta Chi Journalism fraternity., 


Editor: 

Wednesday, February 26, 
witnessed a disgrace on this 
campus. Mr. Churchill from 
The N ashvllle Tennessean came 
to our school to speak, and he 
was rewarded with an audience 
of perhaps 200 people. The 
number 200 may be an opti¬ 
mistic estimate, but even 200 
out of 1500 Is a pitiful show¬ 
ing. There should have been 
no less than a thousand per¬ 
sons In attendance at the as¬ 
sembly; and, Indeed, there 
should have been virtually total 
attendance. If Mr. Churchill 
could take time out of a busy 
schedule to prepare a talk and 
come here to present It, the 
least the student body could have 
done was to have attended. 

It Is not often that we have 
the opportunity to have a good 
speaker on our campus. When 
a speaker Is acquired and the 
administration dismisses clas¬ 
ses, I think that It shows an Ir¬ 
responsibility on the part of 
the student body when there Is 
a small attendance. 

I cannot, however, lay the 
whole burden of blame on the 
students. I must say that I 
did not see an overabundance 
of the faculty In evidence at the 
assembly. In fact, I will go so 
far as to say that the percent¬ 
age of attendance was lower. 
A student body, even college 
students, needs a certain 
amount of leadership, and the 
faculty stTould provide that lead¬ 
ership. 

Assembly programs are ar¬ 
ranged for the benefit of the 
students, but If there is no 
student Interest In these pro¬ 
grams I fear that the admin¬ 
istration will not see the ne¬ 
cessity for scheduling them In 
the future. 

If the members of the stu¬ 
dent body will not support their 
school In all Its programs, then 
there Is definitely something 
wrong somewhere.
